A Bomb Exploded 'r Rus 211 
-Sage’s Office. 


The Building Wrecked and Several 
Persons Killed, 


The Bomb-thrower Blown to Atoms 
—Sage Badly Injured. 


His Refusal to Hand Over a Big Sum the 
Cause of the Assault—t:aatic 
‘Scenes Witnessed in Wali 
Street. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
New York, Dec. 4.—[By the Asso- 


| ciated Press.] Russell Sage, the mil- 


liomaire broker,. escaped death by a 
miracle today. His office and the entire 
Empire building, in which it was, was 
shaken to the very foundation by the ex- 
plosion of a dynamite bomb hurled by a 
crank who made a demand on Sage for 
the immediate payment of $1,250,000, 
his ultimatum being, in case of refusal, 
the death of the millionaire, the crank 
himself and those employed in the 
office. Never in the history of the 
metropolis, is it probable, that an 
event has occurred that for a time 
caused more excitement in Wall street 
and lower Broadway. Fully 50,000 
‘people were drawn to the scene of the 
explosion and for an hour the police 
were powerless to bring order out of 
It was just twenty minutes 
past 2 when 
THE EXPLOSION CAME 

with a force that was absolutely 
startling, completely wrecking the 
second floor of the building, throwing 
pedestrians in the street to the ground 
and startling people for blocks around. 
Those close at hand saw a man blown 
‘through one of the windows of Sage’s 
office into Rector street. A few min- 
utes later Sage himself, with blood 


was helped out intothe street and taken 
to OfConnell’s drug store just below 
Wall street on Broadway. There, also, 


‘was carried the man blown out 
of the window. Within ten min- 
utes after the explosion Dr. 
Munn, the physician of Jay Gould, 


was at tue side of Sage and personally 
attended to his injuries, which proved 
to be not of a serious nature. The hair 
and eyebrows of the millionaire were 
burned and his face-and hands were 
hurt,by.,small particles of glass and 
plaster, the result of the explosion. 
RUSSEL SAGE’S STATEMENT. 

Sage, though suffering from the shock, 
made the following statement while his 
wound was being dressed: ‘‘A man who 
gave the name of H. D. Wilson came to 
my office just now. I had never seen 
him before. He had acarpet-bag in his 
hand and said: ‘If you will not give me 
$1,250,000 I will blow you to pieces.’ 
I know nothing further except hearing 
a great explosion, the falling of the 
floor and regained consciousness. 
man lying on the floor of the drugstore 
is, I believe, the same one who asked 
me for the money.’’ When Sage’s 
wounds were dressed he was taken in a 
cab to his home, | 

Outside the door everything was con- 
fusion. Men lost their heads and ru- 
mors of the wildest kind filled the air. 
Twenty were said to have been killed 
and injured. From the building fire- 
men led or carried 

THE DEAD AND INJURED. 

Ambulances were summoned from 
three hospitals and soon the streets 
around were solidly Alled with a strug- 
gling mass of persons all eager to get 
to the scene of the disaster. When the 
police arrived in force the building was 
quickly cleared of all persons and 
search made in the wrecked offices. 
Just inside of the door of the general 
ofiices was found the trunk of a man in 
a state that rendered recognition nearly 
impossible, the head having been sev- 
vred from the body. A pointed reddish 
beard gave the appearance of an ed- 
ucated man which was enhanced by 
brown curls of hair and a heavy mus- 
tache that adorned the upper lip. 
When the body was taken up it was 
found to have been torn into shreds by 
the explosson. The interior of the 
offices plainly showed thatthe force of 
the explosion was something ‘terrific. 
All the partition walls were blown 
down and sashes and window frames 
forced outward. The ceiling had 
been blown down and the floor 
forced downwards, rendering it unsafe 
to walk upon it. Desks and chairs were 


| overturned and hurled into an inde- 


scribable mass and every piece of glass 
in the big air-shaft that ran to the roof 
was shivered. A search quickly showed 
that the body of the man with the 
pointed beard was the only one among 
the débris. In the meantime the 
crowds in the street grew larger, 
trains from up town bringing thous- 
ands to the scene, all impelled by curi- 
osity. Foran hour confusion reigned. 
Then the police found their heads and 
something like a correct list of the 
killed and injured was had. 
LIST OF THE VICTIMS. 

But one person had been killed out- 
right, the man with the pointed beard. 
He is supposed to be H. D. Wilson, the 
man who made the demand for money 
from Sage and threw the bomb. 

Benjamin F. Morton, who was thrown 
through the window, a clerk in the of- 
fice, was removed to the Chambers 
street hospital, where he died at 1:30. 

The following injured were taken to 
the hospital: 

Frank Robertson, 20 years old, a 
clerk forImbre & Co., brokers. He was 
in Sage's office at the time of the ex- 
plosion. His skull was fractured and he 
will probably die. 

Charles W. Osborne, Russell Sage’s 
cashier. He has a fracturedskuill, and 
will probably die. 

Samuel J. Calhoun, who was in the 
building at the time, received a fracture 
oftheleg. 

Col. J. J. Slocum, brother-in-law of

scene, déclaring that he had left the 
door of the safe open and was fearful 
the securities in it had been blown out 
and lost. Quickly gathering together 
what he found he placed them ina 
small safe and had it removed to the 
office of the Manhattan Railway Com- 
pany in the same building. 

In the afternoon the firemen found 
among the débris a leg, thought to be 
that of a woman; whether it is or not 
has not been discovered. Russell Sage 
never employed a woman typewriter, 
and, as this fact is well established, the 
supposition is if the leg is that of a 
woman it is all that is left of one cf his 
put and call customers who was in the 
office at the time. 

A RAILROAD MAN’S EXPERIENCE, 

Chase James, a railroad man and resi- 
dent of Chattanooga, Tenn., had an ap- 
pointment with Sage at 12 o’clock and 
had an experience he will never forget. 
He says: “I called at Sage’s office at 
12 o’clock and found him out. A seat 
was offered me in the main office near a 
desk. I took it and awaited Sage’s re- 
turn. Sitting on the bench near the 
wall I noticed a man perhaps 5 feet 8 
inches in height. He wore a plug 
hat and had a_ pointed beard 
and heavy brown moustache. At 
about 12:15 Sage came in, and, greet- 
ing me, asked me into his private of- 
fice. Sage had just removed his hat 
and asked meto be seated, when his 
clerk entered and said something to him 
which Idi@ not hear. Turning to me, 
he said, ‘Excuse me a moment,’ and 
passed through the door into the main 
office. The door closed behind him and 
I waited, pushing my chair over to. the 
wall and facing the door through which 
Sage had gone, It might have veen two 
or three minutes when the explosion 
came. Iwas blown nearly to the ceil- 
ing, and the chair on which I sat was 
smashed to pieces. I fell down allina 
heap. Dust and small particles of plas- 
ter and smoke filled the room. I was 
completely dazed and did not know 
what to do. 
way through the passage from which 
the explosion had blown the door into 
the main office. There Imet Sage blood 
dripping down his face and hands, his 
clothes torn and rent and covered with 
dirt and dust. 

‘‘When he saw me he said: ‘How 
shall we get out?’ ‘Wait,’ I replied, 
‘until this dust settles. I think we will 
be all right as the worst must be over.’ 
Then I recovered my senses and taking 
him by the arm led him down stairs 
into the street~’’ 

Among the débris of the wrecked of- 
fices was found the remains of a silk 
|} hat, evidently worn by the man who 
gave the name of Wilson, and in one 
corner of Sage’s private office where 
James was sitting alone at the time of 
the explosion a man’s hand was found. 

Washington Connor wasin his office 
on the Broadway front of the building 
and on the same; floor with Sage when 
the-explosion came. Connor was out of 
the building among the first, and as- 
sisted Sage to the drug-store. 

, THE BOOM-THROWER’S REMAINS. 

The coroner made an examination of 
the remains found in the office, and 
from the mangled mass took a seven- 
chamber bull-dog revolver. This was 
all that could be found by which identi- 
fication could be made. What was left 
of the body was laid out in an under- 


was not much; the head: was there, 
blackened, but neither cut nor disfig- 
ured in any way. It was cut off at the 
top of the neck, and looked for all the 
world like the mask of a man 35 or 40 
year old, with a full beard that might 
have been long, but was now burned 
in close to the chin and_ cheek. 
Then there was a leg, the right one; 
the left foot, one hand, and that was 
all. The body proper was gone. Of 
neither chest nor abdomen was a trace 
found. Shreds of clothing were found, 
showing that the man wore trousers of 
blue-black plaid, a black overcoat and 
long black stockings that might have 
started the story of a woman's leg 
being found. He had been careful to 
rid himself of everything that might 
disclose his identity. His name had 


| been written in his hat, but he had cut 


it out with a knife. 

Russell Sage made the following 
statement to Inspector Byrnes this even- 
ing- ‘I came out of my office, having 
been sent for, and founda man with a 
satchel, Hehanded mea card bearing 
the name of H. D. Wilson. Hé said he 
came from J. D. Rockefeller, and 
handed me a written letter in a sealed 
envelope. It was addressed to me. I 
found it was a demand upon me for the 
payment of $1,250,000. The letter 
stated that if the money were not given 
up at once to the presenter of the letter 
he would blow me, himself and the.en- 
tire office up with dynamite. I read 
the letter, and, placing it in the enve- 
lope, handed it back to him and turned 
to go into my private office when the 
explosion occurred.”’ 

Coroner Messemer went to the Cham- 


mortem statement of Frank Robertson, 
an employé of imbre & Co. He said: ‘+1 
_went to Sage’s office to get some shares 
of stock. I saw a man talking to Sage 
very attentively and the man pulled out 
what looked like a pistol. It glistened 
as the man put it in his right-hand over- 
coat pocket. I knew nothing more un- 
til I yelled ‘murder.’ I heard an explo- 
sion and everybody yelled ‘murder.’ ”’ 
THREATENING LETTERS, 

Russell Sage, Jr., said that of late 
Mr. Sage had received three or four 
threatening letters. One of them was 
signed by James Walsh. In one of 
them the writer demanded $1,200,000. 
What that sum was for Sage could not 
say. Recent troubles between Presi- 
dent Andrews, of the New York Steam 
Heating Company, and the Standard 
Gas Light Cempaay, Row come into play 
in the case. A large part of the stock 
in dispute belonged to the widows of 
Spinola and Manheim. One of these 
women, Wa!sh said in his letter, he was 
about to marry. He therefore de- 
manded money to put him on their 
financial level. Sage paid no attention 
tohim. Jay Gould was also attacked 
in a letter and denounced in abusive 
terms. The writer threatened Sage’s 
life, but no attention was paid to it, as 
all who knew about the letters believed 
him a *‘harmiess crank,’’? to use young 
Sage’s own words. 

SAGE IDENTIFIES THE HEAD. 

Russell Sage saw the head of D. H. 
Wilson, the man who threw the bomb,

THE BOMB-THROWER IDENTIFIED. 


A Lunatic who Had a Mania for Trying to 
Extort Money. 

Avnanr (N. Y.,) Dec. 4.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The dynamite crank 
is supposed to be Hiram D. Wilson, aged 
45, an escaped lunatic and a native of 
Glen's Falls, Warren county, Wilson 
escaped previously from Middletown and 
other asylums. His worst signs of in 
sanity developed fourteen years ago 
when he kept the Bolton House on Lake 
George. He was of late years talking 
of making horses go faster than any 
have ever gone and of patent rights. 
Wilson, after a short term in the insane 
asylum, would be discharged as cured or 
he escaped. He generally celebrated 
his freedom by making attempts to kill 
some one who refused to meet his de- 
for money. 

Several years ago he attempted to 
kill a man whom he had asked for 
money to set him up in business. On 
another occasion when W. J. Arkell 
was in Albany Wilson made a demand 
on him, threatened to kill him and even 
attempted to assault him in his» office. 
He had also threatened the life of Good- 
win Brown, one of the State Lunacy 
Commissioners.

MANY MEN DROWNED. 


A Terrible Disaster In the Hudson 
River. 


Twelve Barges Upset in Rough Water— 
Twenty Men Drowned—A Dozen 
Bodies Recovered—Searching 
for the Victims. 


8y Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Dec. 4.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Tribune’s Haverstraw 
dispatch says that twelve barges loaded 
with brick, towed by the Cornell Tow- 
ing Company’s steamboat Townsend, 
coming down the Hudson, when oppo- 
site Croton ‘Point, were upset about 9 
o’clock this evening and about twenty 
persons were drowned. 

When at Croton Point the swash of 
the river was so great that the tug was 


compelled to round to, thus forcing the 


bargestorideeachother. Being loaded 
and the tide washing high they immedi- 
ately upset. There were sixty men on 
the twelve barges, and only about thirty 
have come tothe shore. The accident 
is attributed by many to the careless- 
ness of the pilot of the tug, W. C. Cur- 
ran. 

A boatman on the barge Louise, who 
has just arrived from his swim ashore, 
says: ‘‘We were playing the concer- 
tina in the cabin at the time of the ac- 


cident.. Iran on deck only to see one. 


scow run on top of another. The boats 
did not sink, but toppled over. Upon 
each barge were five men, makina 
sixty in all. Of these only about thirty 
have come ashore.”’ 3 

Haverstraw (N, Y.,) Dec. 4.—Tugs 
are out all over the river in the hope of 
saving any who may have clung to the 
bottom ofthe capsized barges. But little 
hope is entertained as to the safety of 


the remainder of the crew. Twelve.

lives were lost. Ten bodies had been re- 
covered uptomidnight. Thestorm came 
upon the barges just as they reached 
Croton Point, and the waves were so 
heavy they began to wash over the tow- 
boat. Tosave her from foundering it 
was necessary to heave to with head to 
sea. The moment the tow line was cast 
off the barges began to drive upon one 
another and knocked about. Some, had 
holes stove in their sides and sank. 
Some caught one another and the 
combined force of the wind and waves 
turned them bottom up.

The Epidemic Becoming Very Serious— 
Many Deaths in Germany. 

Beruin, Dec. 4.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.} The epidemic of in- 
fluenza which has been prevailing in 
this city for some time past is daily 
spreading andthe number of persons 
affected with the disease is now very 
large. Itis estimated that over 40,- 
000 persons in Berlin have been at- 
tacked with influenza since November | 
1. The disease is pronounced of a much 
more virulent type than that which 
prevailed two years ago and many 
deaths are reported. So widespread 
have been its ravages that judicial and 
municipal affairs are interfered with, 
owing to the illness of many of those 
connected with the various depart- 
ments.

A Pomona Case Decided by Judge 
Shaw. 


The Falder-Kiefer Damage Suit.Com- 
__menced Yesterday. 


A New Rule for the Numbering of 
Supreme Court Cases. 


The Abbott Barglary Trial still in Prog- 
ress—The Cohn Contest to be 
Resumed Today—New 
Cases, 


The trial of the case of H. Colgrove 
against the Citizens’ Water Company of 
Pomona etal., an appeal from Justice 
Morton’s court, occupied the attention 
of Judge Shaw and the following jury 
in Department Five yesterday: F. L. 
Alles, J, Atkinson, Frank Graves, G. 
Gephardt, M. G. Jones, G. W. Kéndall, 
S. W. La Dow, O. E. Lembeke, H. Merz, 
G. W. Robbins; C. B. Woodhead and H. 
Thomas, 

The suit was originally brought to re- 
cover $299, alleged to be due on account 
of moneys expended by plaintiff for 
medical attendance and. nursing fur- 


4 | nished to hia wife, Margaret H, Col- 


‘grove, and for the loss of her services 
for six months, from June 15, 1889, 
when through the negligence of defend- 
ant’s employés, in not sufficiently pack- 
ing a trench, excavated for water pipe, 
on Garey avenue, Pomona, she was 
thrown from a buggy and seriously 
injured, Judgment was rendered for 
plaintiff as prayed for. but defendant 
appealed therefrom, claiming that Mrs. 
Colgrove’s horse ran away before it 


|} went into the ditch; and that therefore 
she was guilty of contributory negli, | 


gence. 

Atter a short deliberation the jury 
returned a. Verdict for plaintiff at 5 
o’clock, assessing his damages at $232. 

DECIDED FOR THE PLAINTIFF. 

In Department Four yesterday morn- 
ing the trial of the case of A. Osgoodby 
vs. J. H. Adams, a suit to recover the 
sum of $914,865 alleged to have been 
loaned to defendant on May 1, 1888, 
was commenced betore Judge Van Dyke 
and the following jury: J. W. Arnold, 
H. W. Brewer, M. J. Blaidsdell, J. H. 
Betsworth, W, A. Barker, W. Clark, J. 
F. Dunsmoor, E. B. Jones, J. L. S. 
Rush, R. Tweedy, M. Wetzel and O, .G 
Weyse. 

The plaintiff alleged that when de- 
fendant borrowed the money he repre- 
sented that he owned an eighth interest 
in the southwest one-fourth of bock 174 
of the town of Pomona, and that one 
W. L. Johnson had agreed to buy the 
the same. Im order to secure the pay- 
ment of the money the defendant in- 
dorsed an order directing the vender to 
pay plaintiff all moneys he was entitled 
to receive therefrom. The property, 
however, depreciated when the boom. 
‘‘busted,’’ the agreement was cancelled 
and defendant failed to pay the debt. 

The defendant entered a general de- 
nial and alleged that plaintiff, on May 1, 
1888,agreed to purchase defendant’s in- 
terest in the property mentioned for the 
sum of $914,858, and that the alleged 
order was really an assignment of de- 
fendant’s interest therein to plaintiff. 

-The jury retired for deliberation at 
4:30 o’clock, but ten minutes later a 
verdict for plaintiff as prayed for was 
rendered. A stay of execution was 
granted for teti‘days. a 

THE FALDER-KIEFER SUIT. 

The case of A. J. Falder against O. H. 
Kiefer, a suit to recover $30,000 dam- 
ages alleged to have been sustained by 
reason of the false imprisonment of de- 
fendant at the instance of plaintiff on 
March 20, 1890, was called for trial 
by Judge Van Dyke in Department Four 
at 4:40 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
The defendant’s counsel, however, en- 
tered a plea of abatement, on the 
ground that there was another case 
pending in which the same cause of ac- 
tion was involved; argument on this 
point occupied the court’s attention un- 
til the hour of adjournment. The case 
will come up for trial again at 10 
o’clock this morning. 

QUITE 4 CONVENIENCE. 

On and after January 1, 1892, a new 
system will be adopted in the Supreme 
Court, whereby the deputies in the 
branch offices will be enabled to num- 
ber the cases as theyare filed, thereby 
saving considerable time and trouble to 
the members of the bar.

REFFEL THE BURGLAR. 


Details of the Attempted Rescue on 
the Train. 


It Was Only’ Prevented by the Deter- 
mined Attitude of Depaty Sheriff 
Isbell — How It Was 
Arranged, 
bad 


The attempted rescue of the burglar 
Reffel, while en route to San Quentin in 
charge of Deputy Sheriff Isbell, a brief 
account of which was published in the 
telegraphic columns of Tue Times, ap- 
pears to have been a more serious affair 
than at first appeared. The San Fran- 
cisco Examiner of Thursday gives the 


following detailed account: 


Among the passengers by the 12:15 ferry 
boat from Oakland vesterdav afternoon 
were Deputy Sheriff Isbell of Los Angeles 
and J. C. Reffel. The latterisone of a band 
of Eastern burglars who have been operat- 
ingin Los Angeles county. An extensive 
jewelry robbery was traced to him, and he 
was tried. convicted and sentenced to three 
years in San Quentin. Most of the plunder 
was recovered by the detectives. 

Reffel was evidently one ot the most use- 
ful members of the gang of burglars, and 
they plotted*to effect his rescue. He has 
more the appearance of a bank clerk thana 
bold, -bad burglar, but although he has 
shrouded his former Cdreer pretty well, 
enough is known of him to warrant the be- 
lief that he is a desperate character. 

While in jail in Los Angeles he gave sam. 
ples of his prowess as a prison contortion. 
ist by relieving himseif at willof an ‘Ore- 
gon boot,’’ acombination of leather, lead 
and iron, in which the feet of refractory. 
prisoners are sometimesincased. He gave 
other indications that he was one who 
rear close watching and accordingly he 
got it. 

When Sheriff Isbell left Los Angeles with 
his prisoner four or five suspicious-looking 
characters occupied the same car. They 
kept close together, and from the fact that 
they were phenomenally silens the Sheriff's 
suspicions were aroused. Subsequent 
events proved that Isbell had not mistaken 
his men. They were confederates of Reffel, 
and they were intent on rescuing him when 
the proper moment came. 

Isbell confided his suspicions to his son, 
who was traveling with him, and. also to a 
couple of Los Angeles gentlemen in the car. 
They all kept a strict watch, and Reffel 
fidgeted and seemed nervous: His confed- 
erates retained their silent, indifferent de- 
meanorand did not seem to notice any- 
thing that was aroundthem. With 
the cunning of their kind, however, they 
managed to pass a file to the handcuffed 
prisoner unobserved. 

Last night when the train was rattling 
over Tehachepi Mountain the Sheriff no- 
ticed that Reffel was steadily working at 
bis handcuffs. He had his hands be- 
neath a folded overcoat at the time, Ina 
twinkling the Sheriff jerked the coat away 
and there was the tile in one of Reffel's 
hands, while the steel ring connecting the 
handcuffs was cut nearly through. 

Reffel’s eyes snapped and he swore, while 
the gang a few seats away looked as uncon- 
cerned as ever. - 

Isbell spoke a few words to his friends to 
put them on guard, and then he looked 
steadily at his prisoner. _ 

‘There may bec dirty work before long,’’ 
said the officer,“‘and some of us may. lose 
our lives. I promise you, though, that if 
there isthe least sign of trouble you will be 
the go under. 
liable#44 in my right hand now, and if you 
make a move that can-be-construed into 
signal to those fellows yonder I'll senda 
bullet through you as sure as you're sitting 
there."’ 

Reffel was silent, but- his face grew ashy, 
and that was an eloquent signal to bis part 
ners that the plans for a*Successful rescue 
They grasped the situagion and disap. 
peared quietly when the train ®eached Bak- 
ersfield. 

Still, Isbell kept very clése to his man, 
and when they arrived here he obtained the 
assistance of Sergeant Langiord and Officer 
Mahoney. in transferring him to the Sausa- 
lito ferry-boat. 

On the way upto San Quentin Reffel ad- 
mitted that there had been a scheme to 
rescue him. He wastogive'a signal when 
he had filed the handcuff-ring through, and 
then the gang were to make a rush and 
overpower the Sheriff, handing the prisoner 
a pistol with which to help himsif to free. 
dom. He says he was as well satisfied with 
the way things had turned out, for lives 
would have been sacrificed, and, after all, a 
three years’ sentence was not worth all that 
bother. 

Reffel is classed.as.a.Chicago crook. He 
claims to have $6000 worth of jewelry and 
stuff planted that will come in handy when 
his term at San Quentin has expired.

Rain and Lightning. 

An a discussion is being 
carried on correspondents in the 
columns of the Scientific American on 
a phenomenon frequently observed in 
countries where thunder-storms prevail. 
It has been noticed that a dash of rain 
generally follows a lightning-flash. The 
question at issue is whether the rain 
produces the lightning or the light- 
ning produces the rain. Arguments 
are presented on both sides, 


We would say that both hypotheses. 


are wrong; that the lightning flash and 
production of rain are simultaneous, 
and represent parts of a single physical 
action—the condensation of moisture 
from the clouds, | 

It is a well-known principle of physics 
that matter in process of expan- 
sion absorbs heat from the ad- 
jacent atmosphere or contiguous 
bodies—i. e., makes them _ colder. 
By the evaporation of ammo- 
nia we produce artificial ice. By a 
spray of ether we freeze a substance in 
a minute. The heat thus absorbed be- 
comes latent; it is just so much energy 
taken up and rendered dormant in the 
expanded mass. Now, when the ex- 
panded mass is suddenly ‘condensed, 
this latent energy is [ rendered active 
again and is given off. We recognize it 
as heat. When moisture in a cloud is 
condensed into drops of water the 
energy given out is in the form of elec- 
tricity and the electricity produces the 
lightning-flash. As the action of light 
is-So much more rapid than the action 
of gravity the lightning is made known 
to us first. It takes the drops of rain 
half a minute or so to fall from the 


cloud to the earth, and thus we have a 


dash of rain following a flash of light- 
ning. 

If this hypothesis is correct it goes a 
long way towards explaining the inti- 
mate relation between electricity and 
rainstorms. Perhaps it may be found 
to have some bearing on methods now 
under trial for producing rain artifi- 
cially. 

It is generally conceded that clouds 
are electrically charged, and that they 
are normally positive to the earth’s nega- 
tive. Transitions in the electrical state 
of the atmosphere were frequently ob- 
served by Humboldt during his travels 
in the new continents. ‘I saw on the 
banks of the River Apure,’’ he writes 
(Travels, vol. ii., p. 148,) ‘what I had 
often observed on the ridges of the Alps 
during a storm; that the electricity of 
the atmosphere was first positive, then 
nil, then negative. These oscillations 
from positive to negative were fre- 
quently repeated.”’ 

These several changes - occurred 
within the space of a few minutes, and 
during the prevalence of considerable 
atmospheric disturbance. This fact un- 
doubtedly denoted the frequent inter- 
change of electric force between the 
clouds themselves or between the clouds 
and the earth. Two opposite charges 
of equal volume rushing together by the 
force of attraction would, for the time, 
neutralize each other and give no mani- 
festation either way. A predominant 
positive charge encountering a nega- 
tive cloud would overcome its electric- 


ity and-render it positive. Per contra, 


a predominant negative charge would 
reverse the characteristic of .a positive 
cloud. 

Query: If wecould devise a plan to 
suddenly evoke from an overhanging 
cloud its charge of electricity, would 
that not have a tendency to condense 
its moisture and precipitate rain? Is 
this not the secret principle upon which 
Melbourne, the. Kansas rain-maker, 
works? Might not the Ruggles plan of 
producing rain by explosions be consid- 
erably improved if supplemented by 
electrical conductors between the upper 
air and the earth? 

Scientists have called Benjamin 
Franklin’s kite into requisition again. 
An item in a recent issue of the Scien- 
tific American notes an experiment of 
this kind, in which the experimenter 
drew from a clear sky an electric 


charge down a fine wire used 


in lieu of a_ kite-string. The 
higher the kite went the stronger 
the charge; and, by noting the indi- 
cation of his electrometer, he could tell 
whether the kite was rising or falling. 
This is very interesting, inasmuch as it 
goesto show thatthe upper air isa 
great reservoir of electricity, and that 
the intensity increases with altitude. 
Now that the discussion is started it 


would be interesting to hear from some 
of the meteorologists as to the reason - 


why we seldom have thunder-storms in 
California. Thunder and lightning are 
sometimes observed here, but so rarely 
as to make the occasions very notable. 
During the prevalence of rains in Ari- 
zona and onthe Colorado Desert in the 
latter part of summer we are apt to see 
theeastern heavens lighted with elec- 
tric flashes. Twoor three years agoa 
thunderbolt struck within the city lim- 
its and_killed a horse. But that 
is the only thing, animate or’ in- 
animate, that we have ever heard 
of being struck by lightning in

time and another, but it is seldom, per- 
haps never, accompanied by electrical 
manifestations. By the same token, 
they seldom have thunder-storms in the 
East during the winterseason. That 
may be a coincidence, but it is no 
reason. The conundrum remains. Why 
are thunder-storms less prevalent in 
winter thanin summer? Why is Cali- 
fornia practically exempt from thunder- 
storms?

FRANCE’S LITTLE GAME. 
Why England Will Go It Alone in Chi- 
nese Affairs. 

Lonpon, Dec. 4.—[Copyright, 1891,

The French government's overtures to 
the powers for joint diplomatic action 
at Pekin, accompanied by a naval dem- 
onstration at the treaty ports, have 
met with a direct rebuff from the En- 
glish and German governments. In 
diplomatic circles here it is said it needs 
no special sagacity to discover the 
French game. Russia has declared her 
intention to hold aloof from any inter- 
vention, but her European ally, acting

A little harmless shooting took place out 
on the Simi on Monday, but no one was 
hurt.

THE GAMBLING ORDINANCE.

deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be punished by a 
fine of not less than $100 nor more than 
$300. andin defauit of payment of said 
tine shall be imprisoned in the county jail 
for a period of not less than 100 days.”’

"THE RAMSEY MURDER. 


Result of the Inquest Held Yes 
terday. 

Statements of Eye-witnesses of the 
‘Shooting. 


The First Shot Fired Inflicted the 
Fatal Wound. 


The Dead Man's Back Was Turned When 
Re Was Struck — Baxter Tor- 
mally Charged with 
the Crime, 


Yesterday afternoon at 1 o'clock Cor- 
oner Weldon held an inquest on the re- 
mains of the negro J. B. Ramsey, who 
was murdered the day before by his 
partner, George Baxter. 

The wife of the deceased was the first 
witness. She stated that her dead hus- 
band was 38 years old and came to this 
city from Alabama five years ago. 

Ex-Senator Cole was next sworn and 
stated that he was in the Phillips Block, 
where the murder was committed, at 
the time of theshooting. He was at the 
foot of the stairs when deceased, the 
murderer Baxter and Mack passed him. 
They stopped at the foot of the stairs 
and talked. Presently two of them— 
the deceased and Mack—passed up 
stairs. Witness heard them talk, in- 
dicating anger and ill-will. He looked 
and saw them go on up stairs. When 
they got half way up, Baxter followed, 
and a few steps from the middle land- 
ing Baxter shot Ramsey in the back. 
Witness saw it distinctly. Ramsey fell, 


‘but picked himself up and kept on up 


stairs. The defendant said something 
about getting hismoney. What it was 
witness did not remember. There were 
very few people there at the time. 
Witness’ attention was attracted by the 
quarreling as they went upstairs. 
Baxter shot again. It was the first 
shot, and not the second, that struck 
Ramsey in the back. The witness then 
looked at the body and recognized it as 
the man who was shot. 

In response toa question by a juror 
the witness stated that the deceased 
said nothing in an ugly tone. The de- 
ceased's back was turned, and he ap- 
peared anxious to avoid a quarrel. 

Ex-police Officer Todd was sworn, and 
stated that he overheard the two men 
quarreling on the stairway, and Baxter 
threatened to shoot Ramsey. and almost 
in@mediately he heard a shot and ran to. 
the men. He came near being shot. 

Ex-police Officer Vignes was also 
present and heard the negroes quarrel- 
ing, and told how he arrested Baxter 
after the shooting. He heard Baxter 
threaten Ramsey just before the shoot- 
ing. Witness arrested Baxter and as- 
sisted Police Officer Dugan to take him 
to the central station. 

J.C. Mack, the negro who was with 
Ramsey and Baxter, was sworn and 
told about the same story that was pub- 
lished in Tur TiMEs yesterday. 

Several other witnesses were sworn, 
but nothing new was brought out, and 
the jury found that Ramsey came to his 
death from a pistol shot wound and that 
the pistol was fired by Georke Baxter. 

Later in the afternoon Officer Vignes 
appeared before Police Justice Owens 
and swore to a complaint charging 
Baxter with murder. The warrant 
was served on him in the City Prison, 
where the murderer will remain until 
ne has had his preliminary examination, 
when he will be taken to the County 
Jail, if he is held.
